Press Conference in Doha Officially Confers 2022 Hosting Rights to Qatar 

DOHA, 6 January, 2010: Qatar 2022 Bid Committee Chairman Sheikh Mohammed 
Bin Khalifa Al Thani joined FIFA President Sepp Blatter today at a Press Conference 
and Official Signing Ceremony in Doha to commemorate the awarding of the 2022 
World Cup to the State of Qatar and formally begin the process of preparing the 
country to host the tournament. The Press Conference was held at the Four Seasons 
Hotel in Doha. 

Following FIFA's historic decision on December 2 nd to bring the World Cup to the 
Middle East for the first time, the Host Signing Agreement Ceremony is the next 
official step forward for Qatar and FIFA as they plan for the 2022 tournament. FIFA 
President Sepp Blatter heralded the signing ceremony as the beginning of an exciting 
time for football and for the Middle East. 

"Today represents an exciting step forward for the world's game, now set to chart 
new territory, to expose a new generation of Middle Easterners to football, and to 
help build bridges between east and west," FIFA President Sepp Blatter said. "FIFA is 
confident it has made the right decision and we look forward to working with Qatar 
in the years ahead as they set out to make history." 

H.E. Sheikh Mohammed Al Thani, speaking on behalf of the bid committee, said that 
the country and the region were honored by FIFA's decision and would work 
diligently in the months and years ahead to ensure the highest-quality World Cup in 
2022. "We thank FIFA for their confidence in us and for making the courageous 
decision to open up new markets and to expand the game to new lands," he said. 
"Our bid leaders and our people have had sufficient time to celebrate our country's 
victory in earning the hosting rights, but we know the real work begins now and we 
do not have a moment to lose." 

Efforts have already begun to implement Qatar's ambitious plans for the World Cup, 
including the construction of new, environmentally-friendly stadiums and cooling 
technologies, along with infrastructure and transportation projects in line with 
Qatar's 2030 National Vision.

The Shafallah Center for Children with Special Needs, a first-of-its-kind facility in the Arab and 
Muslim world, will offer state-of-the-art technologies, including an on-site Genetic Research Centre, 
cutting-edge therapies and first-class faculty and counselors. 

The Shafallah Center, under the patronage of Her Highness Sheikha Mozah bint Nasser al Misnad, 
wife of His Highness the Emir of Qatar, will celebrate its opening by holding an International Forum 
on Children With Special Needs on May 8-9, 2006 in Doha, Qatar. The Forum will feature keynote 
speaker Mrs. Cherie Booth QC, spouse of the Rt.

The artist 
foresees a group of disabled people who, with the aid of artifice, will become cyborgs - models of physical and 
mental strength - who will be looked at as role models. 

Sport and Development Disabled Volleyball, Cambodia 
Neil Wilford, Cambodian National Disabled Volleyball League (CNVLD) 

Along with recognition by the United Nations as "Best Practices - Sport and Development," the CNVLD is 
recognized as the nation's leading and only international standard sporting competition with a volleyball league 
modeled on structures and promotions of the Australian Football League, along with the recent development of 
a national racing wheelchair program and encouraging corporate sector social responsibility. The exhibit will show 
how CNVLD recognizes the unique ability and power of team sports programs to assist the physical, physiological 
and socioeconomic well-being of disabled Cambodians and the landmine survivors of Cambodia, with a positive 
impact within many key developmental areas. 

Self-Defense for Disabled Women and Girls or Men and Boys, Netherlands 
Lydia la Riviere-Zijdel, International Training Advice & Research (ITAR), wheelchair mart,al artist and self- 
defense teacher 

The purpose of this self-defense exhibit is to show the participants their abilities and to increase their self- 
esteem and empowerment. Experiencing what you can do instead of what you cannot do in a safe and respectful 
environment is an essential ingredient for the empowering effect of self-defense. Self-defense is not only an 
instrument to learn how to prevent becoming a victim of discrimination and violence, but it is a lesson for life to 
understand more about one's own abilities despite disabilities. As it is suitable for women and girls (or men and 
boys) with all kinds of disabilities it increases for many disabled people the chance to become active in sport. Self- 
defense, instructed by qualified teachers, supports the paradigm shift from a medical model to a social model, 
including a gender-specific approach (separate courses for girls and women or boys and men to enable working 
in a gender sensitive surrounding). 

MOVE Program, Austria 

Claudia Penn, Elisabeth Ringer-Neumann, Christian Berndorfer, MOVE Regional Center of Excellence 

This exhibit will demonstrate a Pacer and a Dynamic Standerfrom Rifton, and display photos with children using 
this equipment in sporting activity. It will show the big variety in using this equipment with different children, and 
how it can help them taking part in sport. With MOVE children can realize their own sport goals, even if they are 
not able to bear their own weight.

Sports as a Means to Foster Inclusion and Weil-Being of People with Disabilities 
Goli Hashemi, International Centre for Disability and Rehabilitation, University of Toronto, Canada 

Sport is a cultural phenomenon and an integral part of society. Participation in sport and recreation is considered 
vital for socio-cultural integration and equity. This exhibit will present an overview of the evidence related to the 
benefits of sports and physical activity for people with disabilities (PWD) based on a comprehensive review of 
the literature. Recommendations are made to address identified gaps in the area of sport and disability and to 
facilitate the safe use of sports and physical activity in increasing health, well-being, and inclusion of PWD. 

The European Movement toward Inclusive Physical Activity for Children and 
Youngsters with Disabilities 

Herman Van Coppenolle, Erasmus Program, Katholieke Universiteit Leuven, Belgium 

In this project a group of representatives from 1 7 European countries strived towards a common goal - to 
endorse the full inclusion and participation of children and youngsters with a disability into sport leisure, and 
physical activity. They created an educational kit and promotional CD-ROM called "Count Me In to endorse the 
full inclusion and participation of children and youngsters with a disability into sport, leisure and physical activrty. 
The user can find the basic information on the concepts of Adapted Physical Activity (APA) and inclusion. 
As an additional motivational tool, a series of examples of good practice are illustrated in the final chapter. 
These examples are also illustrated in the accompanying DVD. Secondly, a promotional CD-ROM was created 
to stimulate children with a disability to take part in physical activity. The CD-ROM consists of eight movie 
compilations in which a wide range of activities is presented. In each movie, children with all different levels ot 
abilities are presented. The CD-ROM can be explored in 16 different languages. 

Leveling the Playing Field: Assistive Technology Solutions, from Low Tech to High 
Tech, so All Can Participate 

Marcie Roth, Executive Director and CEO, National Spinal Cord Injury 

This exhibit will showcase examples of assistive technology designed to facilitate participation in sport, recreation 
and cultural activities. Examples will span from simple to sophisticated, with a common theme of achieving 
meaningful participation for people with functional limitations that would otherwise exclude them from their 
preferred sport, recreation, or cultural activities. Resources for locating assistive technology and creative problem- 
solving examples from low tech to high tech will also be shared. 

Horseback Riding as Therapy, Sport, and Leisure for Persons with Disabilities: 
Good and Bad Practices 

Miguel A. Verdugo, INICO, University of Salamanca, Spain 

If safety measures, professionals' training, and praxis are appropriate, horseback riding does not imply for persons 
with disabilities more risk than other adapted sports. In this way, horseback riding as a sport and leisure activity 
becomes much more accessible for persons with disabilities or special needs, as well as an excellent support 
therapy or activity for other types of treatments (i.e., physiotherapy, psychotherapy, behavior modification, 
pedaqoqy etc ) This exhibit will inform participants about the good and bad practices in horseback riding as 
therapy or sport for persons with disabilities. This includes the ways in which equine-assisted therapy and 
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activities must be developed according to the objectives of other treatments provided currently to the rider. It will 
include some horseback riding session examples, and describe the good practices necessary to guarantee a 
gratifying, safe, and beneficial experience for the handicapped rider. 

Nike and Athletes with Disabilities, United States 
Sarah Reinertsen, Nike Athlete 

This exhibit will present Nike's efforts and activities to promote and include athletes with disabilities. The exhibit 
will address Nike's Let Me Play campaign as well as other initiatives of Nike featuring athletes with disabilities.

Vincent Chew, International Council of Sport Science and Physical Education (ICSSPE)

an7physica activity specifically to building individual and community capacities following natural and man-made 
disaste s To supplement the theoretical and practical information presented during the workshop sessions, a 
handbook on Sport and Physical Activity in Post-Disaster Intervention was also provided to participants to use as 
a reference guide in the field. ICSSPE plans to host its second international training seminar on Sport in Host- 
Disaster Intervention in November 2008. 

The Garden of Senses: A 3.5-hectare park with Historical XV Palace, Fully-Adopted 

for People with Different Kinds of Disabilities, Poland 

Jolanta Budny, President, BBS DESIGN, Pomeranian Science and Technology Park 

Jolanta Budny is a European expert in the accessibility field, involved in many research activities and projects on 
the adaptation of environment for people with a wide range of disabilities. She is a director representing Poland , 
he European Institute for Design and Disability, a member of the Steering Committee "Warsaw withotrt Bamers, 
and author of "Universal Design," "Build for All," and "Design for All" - guides for architects and the building 
ndusCin accordance with a user-friendly environment. As a practicing architect, Jolanta creates many unusual 
dSqns which can be called "user friendly" or "design without barriers." In this exhibit, Jolanta will intro uce a 
Seal example of one of these des.gns - the Garden of Senses, a 3.5h park with a historical XV Palace, fully 
adopted for people with different kind of disabilities.

The State of Qatar requires that all foreign nationals hold a valid entry visa, which the Shafallah Center will arrange 
for you in advance. In order to obtain a visa, a valid passport that does not expire within six months of your arrival 
in Doha is required.
